TH1s is an Annual, native of America; as allo of Siberia and Japan: it grows to 
two feet high, and flowers in June. The Stalk is of a 22 green, and leans in 
part on the ground, but riſes to a foot and half: the Leaves are of a deep, fine 
green, with large, long ribs : the larger Petals are blue; and the leſſer yellow. 


2. AFRICAN DAT EE DD.

Character of the Species. Commelina Africana. 
The Flower is unequal, with two large Petals : the Leaves are lanced, and

THis is a Perennial, native of Africa; a weak Plant, of two feet long, flowering 
in July The Stalk is brown : the Leaves are of a bright freſh green : the larger Pe- 
tals of the Flowers are yellow; and the leſſer blue; contrarywiſe to the colouring of

Tu1s is a Perennial, native of Bengal: it grows to a foot and half long, and flowers 
in Auguſt. The Stalk is ruddy : the Leaves are of a pale but pleaſing green: the 
Flowers are blue, with their lefſer Petals yellow. 


We are deſcending quickly to the Series of incompleat Plants: the firſt Claſſes of which have a filmy, not a 
folaceous defence for the Flower; not @ Cup but a Scabbard. Here Nature's ſelf has placed the mark of her 
diſtinQion : this is the frontier Genus: whoſe defence of the Flower is neither Cup nor Scabbard, but of an 
intermediate nature, between both, Its ſubſtance is between membranaceous and leafy ; and tho' it emulates in 
ſome things, the Scabbards, it is permanent, not deciduous. We ſee thus Nature makes indeed no gaps; not 
Genera alone, not Claſſes, but the Series of Plants, the greateſt of all diſtinctions, are obliterated in her exact 
gradation; the compleat and incompleat Plants here follow like Species after Species; and our method, tho” not 
intended as a natural one, is yet of all that have been formed, we (ce, the neareſt to Nature.

THr1s is a Perennial, native of North America; a handſome Plant, of two feet high, 
flowering in Auguſt. The Stalk is of a duſky brown : the Leaves are of an extremely 
fine, ſtrong green: the Flowers are large, and blue. 


5. VIRGINIAN DAY-WEED.

CharaQer of the Species. Commelina Virginiana. 


The Flowers are ſlightly unequal, with three larger Petals : the Leaves 
are lanced, and have a ſort of Footſtalks: the Stalk is upright. pig. 2. as c. 


THis is a Perennial, native of Virginia; a tall and handſome Plant, that grows in 
their damp rich grounds, to two ſeet and a half high, and continues flowering from 
July to September. The Stalk is of a ruddy brown : the Leaves are of a freſh green : 
and the Flowers of a very bright, fine blue. 


6 TUBEROUS DAT-WECED.

Character of the Species. Commelina Tuberoſa. 
The Flower is almoſt equal, with three larger Petals : the Leaves are eye- 
laſhed, oval, and have no Footſtalks. Fig. 3. eb. 


Tuis is a Perennial, native of Mexico; and frequent there upon the mountains, 
where there is moiſture and a little ſhade : it grows to two feet high, and flowers in 
July. The Stalk is of a pale and unpleaſing brown: the Leaves are of a faint green: 
the Flowers are of a fine purpliſh blue; a very elegant colour, 


TH1s was one of the carlieſt known of the Commelinas; and was but ill underſtood 
when newly found and admired. We firſt received as of the Orchis kind ; and its tu- 
berous roots taking a threefold diviſion, twas called a TRioRcnis. Herman and our 
Plukenet ranged it with the Ephemerums, with which indeed it has an aſpect of reſem- 
blance, and to which it approaches in the order of Nature: and tho' here the ſtrict laws 
of an artificial arrangement remove it from that Genus, which has a three-leaved regular 
Flower; it will, in that better diſpoſition, ſtand as a frontier Plant between thoſe Claſſes. 


We are not enough acquainted with the virtues of the Commelinæ; but happily 
ſomething is known of this. The natives of the country, where it grows wild, take 
it, to a dram at a doſe; and uſe it outwardly as a pultice, in inflammations. We ſee thus 
far therefore that it is innocent and cooling, 


7. ZANONIAN 
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7. ZANONIAN DAY-WEED.

The Flowers are equal; with three larger Petals : their Footſtalks thicken 
at the neck: the Leaves are lanced: their Scabbards are bloated, and

THis is a Perennial, native of North America, and of the Weſt Indies; and found alſ» 
in Africa: it is a handſome Plant, of two feet high, and flowers in July. The Stalk is 
tinged with a pale brown: the Leaves are of a dead deep green: the Flowers are of a 
beautiful violet blue. Twas ſtrange our Sir Hans Sloane could rank this Plant with 
the Periclymenums; but he has deſcribed it well, tho' he named it unluckily. Plumier, 
who named it after Zanoni, ſeemed to underſtand it beſt of all, by making it a 
diſtin Genus from all that were then eſtabliſhed. | 


8. NAKED DAT-W EED.

Tris is a Perennial, native of Ceylon; a handſome Plant, of two feet high, but 
weak, flowering in June. The Stalk is of a pale brown : the Leaves are of a bright, 
graſs green : the Flowers are blue.

Tuis is a Perennial, native of the Eaſt Indies; a ſingular and very pretty Plant: it 
grows to two feet high, but weak; and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is of a cheſnut 
brown: the Leaves are of a freſh good green: the Flowers are pale blue.

brown: the Leaves are of a faded green: the Flowers of a very fine blue: their Style 
is twiſted in a ſpiral manner.

* The Greeks had their Ephemerum, and they had it from India: not their poiſonous kind, for there indeed 
the word was equivocal : they meant by Fei hep, in that caſe, only a poiſon ſo fatal as to kill in one day; and 
Hemlock, and their famous and fatal root trom Colchis, were in that ſenſe called equally by this name : but 
they had alſo a medicinal Ephemerum, to which they gave the name of Iris Sylveſtris ; and this appears from 
many circumſtances to have been the Plant. "Tis worth enquiry, for it had virtues worth attention; and we 
have thus much encouragement, that what we know of the Commelinas ſpeaks at leaſt ſafety in the trial,

Tris is a Pcrennial, native of the Eaſt Indies; a Plant not known till it came over 
to me with the Plants which form the Decade, lately publiſhed ; collected by the 
excellent Armenian Dionyſius Manoffe: it grows to a foot high, and flowers in 
' Auguſt: a handſome, gaudy Plant. The Stalk is weak and brown: the Leaves are 
of a faint green: the lowers are numerous, and of a pleaſing blue. 


THe very little knowledge we have of the virtues of the Commelinz ſhew them at 
leaſt innocent: but there is beſide, and beyond this, a proſpect of great uſe in them. 
There is a colour, one of thoſe Indian tin&ts we cannot equal, that is extracted from 
one of the Species; probably from the firſt, which is common to many countries. 
Among the young men, whom the proſpect of ideal advantages hurrics to the Eaſt 
Indies, it would be well if ſome would open their eyes to real benefits. He who 
ſhall diſcover thoſe of their colours, which are original with them ; for they have many 
now from us, will do his country a fignal ſervice : for they are better far than all the 
others. Perhaps the way is what I followed, for the colour idly called red Indigo, 
the ſcarlet of the Muſketto ſhore. Captain Otway, at my requelt, found eafily from 
what Plant they made it; and in what manner: he ſent the dry'd Plant, and its Sceds, 
to me : the Plant flouriſhes here; and I have given the method, where I hope, and 
think, it will be uſeful, Lime is in this preparation of it; a lime of ſhells : but 'tis 
not neceſſary : and when it has been uſed, muſt be ſeparated before it fits our purpoſes.

Whether there be, or be not, in Nature, Plants with irregular Flowers of many Petals, is yet to be deter- 
mined, Moſt probably there are; elſe there is a gap in the order of Nature, which is a thing I never ſaw elſe- 
where, If ſuch be found, they conſtitute our Twentieth Claſs. ImperfeRt Specimens of the Monotropa had 
that appearance; but the Plant living and flowering here at Bayſwater, ſhewed itſelf of another Claſs ; to which 
it is 1cfer'd, me, I believe, will fill this chaſm, and ſome happier man may ſee it.

THERE is a ſtrange approach in the Flower of this particular Species, to the Papilio- 
naceous Tribe; only as the number of ſegments is ſix, the Wings are doubled. The 
upper ſegment is a long Sail, palpably enough, and there is a kind of rude Keel 
below; half Petal, half Gland, in its conſtruction. So much Linnæus ſaw ; and it is 

ble to puſh the obſervation farther : the Muſa, unlike as it is in aſpe to theſe 

lants, is yet allied to them ; for it has alſo a lower lip, half Gland, half Petal : and 
theſe will all be found Nature's deſcending changes of the Genera : her Frontiers that 
connect tha more remote together.

There can be no inſtance ſo great, as in this ſtrange Plant, of the difference between that moſt deſirable 
attainment, a natural method; and thoſe petty, tho“ needful, artificial arrangements, which we muſt be 
content to take in its place, till we know diſtinctly all the Plants, and ſee their juſt connections, This ſtrange 
Genus, unlike to all things elfe in Nature, comes in, and muſt come in here, in the artificial method, between 
the Antholyza and Glaliolus, ſeparating two Genera, the neareſt that may be allied to one another in Nature 
and r.cither one nor the other at all of kin to this: but it muſt be ſo here; for Antholyza has a Flower cut 
— two; Mula in five; and Gladiolus in fix. We find them thus by Art, but muſt arrange them otherwiſe in.

crimſon : the Fruit ſoon grows brown: and the oval tip of the ear is violet-purple. 


4. BIHAIAN ADAM's-APPLE,

The ear ſtands perfectly upright : and the Scabbards remain upon it.

Tuts is a Perennial, native of Jamaica, and of the Eaſt Indies: it riſes to a great 
heighth, with vaſt and noble Leaves, and flowers in July, The Stem is of a pale 
green : the Leaves are of the ſtrongeſt and fineſt green that can be imagined : the 
Flowers are purpliſh, mixt with crimſon, 


Tux general form refers this to the Muſa; but if it be indeed tricocous in the Fruit, 
and have both ſexes in all the Flowers, it is, and muſt be owned, a diſtinct Genus. 


Tux firſt, tho it be now a cuſtom to eſteem it a mongrel, or mixt ſpecies, 
was palpably the kind known among the antients. Pliny's golden colour of the 
Fruit, and the deſcription given by Theophraſtus of its Leaves, ſuffer no doubt to 
remain about it. Heſychius gives its Fruit the ſoftneſs of the Fig, ws otua: and 
Alpinus, ſpeaking of the very Fruit thus charactered by Heſychius, adds, that the 
hape of the Fruit is that of a Cucumber. Tis certain ſome of them have placed the 
Plant in countries where we do not know of its exiſtence ; but 'tis as ſure the Greek + 
were well acquainted with the productions of Xgypt, and the Indies; and might very 
well know this: nor is at all diſcordant, that they called it a tree, allied to the Palms; 
when at the ſame time they gave the extreme breadth of its Leaves as part of it+ 
deſcription : in this Theophraſtus is expreſs, and plain,

TxH1s is a Perennial, native of Spain, Italy, and Greece; a ſpecious Plant, of two 
feet high, flowering in Auguſt. The Stalk is of a light brown: the Leaves are of a 
ſreſh and pleafing green : the Flowers are of a beautiful purpliſh crimſon. 

THis ſeems a Plant often named by the old Greek writers, but often miſ- 
taken by their interpreters : they called it a Hyacinth ; and the leſs correct among them, 
allowing it that name without diſtinction, have created great confuſion : but when we 
look back as far as Theophraſtus, he kept this always ſeparate from the Garden 
Hyacinth, and never names it but with its addition of Wild dans aypac, Field Hyacinth, 
to ſhew he did not mean the Flower, called Hyacinth in the gardens : this alſo 
Dioſcorides confirms, by his addition of colour ; for he fays, the Flower was TopPupoerds, 
not purple, but inclining to purple. A purpliſh crimſon very well anſwers this term. 


. IMBRICATED QLADIONLE,

CharaQer of the Species. Gladiolus Imbricatus. 


The Leaves are ſword-ſhaped : and the Flowers lie cloſely one over ano- 


ther, and hang all to one fide.

TH1s is a Perennial, native of Ruſſia ; a very elegant Plant: it grows on the pooreſt 

high grounds there to two feet high, and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is of a dead 

brown : the Leaves are of a ſtrong fine green : the Flowers are crimſon, with a tint of 
purple ; they are ſmaller than in the commoa kind, but vaſtly more numerous.

THis is a Perennial, native of Africa; a Plant of extreme beauty : it grows to two 
feet high, and flowers in July. The Stalk is of a purpliſh brown: the Leaves are of a 
picaſing green : the Flowers are of a light, but bright and delicate crimſon.

are crimſon. 


5 PLAITED GLADIOLE.

Character of the Species. Gladiolus Plicatus. 


The Leaves are ſword-ſhaped, and plaited in ridges, and are hairy: the

Tuts is a Perennial, native of Africa; a ſingular and very pretty Plant: it grows 
to a foot and half high, and flowers in July. The Stalk is ſtained with brown : the 


Leaves are of a pleaſing green : the Flowers are of a pale violet crimſon, mixed with 
white. 


6 GLOOMY. GLADIOLE:;

Character of the Species, Gladiolus Triſtis. 
The Leaves are linear, but ribbed, and ſquare : the Flowers open like bells. 
Fig. 3. 4 6, 


THis is a Perennial, native of the Cape of Good Hope; a ſingular but not inelegant 
Plant: it grows to a foot high, and flowers in July. The Stalk is brown: the Leaves 
are of a duſky green : the Flowers are of a dull and gloomy purple. 


Tre Flowers of this Plant vary greatly in aſpect from the reſt of the Gladioles; 
and, with all their accurate reſemblance of Generic character, are frontiers between 
this, and ſome Plant, even of another Claſs; in the order of Nature. Tis thus her 
uninterrupted chain is continued through all Vegetable Being ; in various courſes, but 
to the ſame plain goal. We ſee the defect of our own knowledge in ſuch inſtances 
as the preſent, where the deſcending chain is evident, but the connecting link is yet 
unknown : we ſee the manner in thoſe inſtances where we know the Plants allied both 


| ways: but we mult wait often till a Plant be found, which certainly exiſts, tho' it be 
yet undiſcovered.

Tais is a Perennial, native of the Cape of Good Hope; a very handſome Plant, 
of a foot and half high, flowering in July. The Stalk is of a ruddy brown : the 
Leaves are of a deep but fine graſs green : the Flowers are purpliſh crimſon. Others 
have hung the Flowers of this Plant all on one fide the Stalk : but in a very fine Spe- 
cimen ſent to my noble Patron, from the Cape, by a gentleman in the ſervice of the 
States, this diſpoſition did not take place; and I needs muſt follow Nature. 


6. FOATAIL GOGLADIOLE.

Character of the Species. Gladioles Alopecuroides. 
The Leaves are linear: the Flowers ſtand in a long ſpike on each fide of 
the Stalk. Fig. a. 4 b. 


Tuts is a Perennial, native of Africa; a very beautiful Plant, when cultivated in a 
good foil, tho' otherwiſe where wild on the burnt ſands : it grows to two feet high, and 
flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is green : the Leaves are of a fine but ſomewhat blueiſh 
green : the Flowers are crimſon. They are very ſmall, and cloſe ſet, in the worſt ſtate 
of the Plant: but they arrived at this ſize at Bayſwater ; and, I ſuppoſe, will alſo 
wild, where they have ſhade and moiſture. 


9. NARROW GLADIOLES®.

Character of the Species. Gladiolus Anguſtus. 
The Leaves are linear: the Flowers ſtand diſtant : and their tube is long.

Tuis is a Perennial, native of the Cape of Good Hope; a very handſome Plant: it 
grows to a foot or more in heighth, and flowers in July. The Stalk is ſcarlet : the 
Leaves are of a yellowiſh green : the Flowers of a deep and fine crimſon.

THn1s is a Perennial, native of Africa; a Plant of four feet high; flowering in 
July. The Stalk is ruddy : the Leaves are of a freſh and pleaſing green: the Flowers 
are blue, 


THe great difference in aſpect, between this Species and the others, and between the 
fixth Species and the reſt, as well as this, in the form of its Flowers, will ſtartle the 
unexperienced Botaniſt : and thoſe many variations in manner of growth, which the 
ſame Specics ſhews in various ſoils, and under different degrees of nouriſhment, and 
other accidents, may perplex for a moment, even thoſe who have read more : but ſtill 
the character is fixed, and permanent; and he whom experience has taught to ſmile 
upon the great, tho' unimportant variations, which occur too often in the ſame Species, 
will never be miſled in Nature; tho' perhaps often and cruelly in his judgment of 
books. I have heard Figures of my own cenſured in more than one inſtance, for 
what ſhould have been their beſt praiſe, that were unlike the drawings others had 
given of the ſame Plant: but none can ſay any of them were ever unlike Nature, 
farther than Nature ſometimes is unlike herſelf, There are few Genera which afford 
more, or more glaring inſtances, how much Nature can differ in aſpect from herſelf, tho 
ſhe is ſtill the ſame in the fixed character, than this; and happily Linnæus, whoſe 
words men have been taught to reverence, declares as much, tho' without that imme- 
diate purpoſe. In the Gladiolus Triſtus two Flowers are often all that grow upon a 
Stalk ; and the excellent Trew has named the Plant Biflorus ; but 'tis a juſt remark of the 
great Swede, that it often produces a number of Flowers : and I muſt add, to ſtop unfair 
cenſure on other occaſions, that Trew was right, who figured only two Flowers; and 
that he alſo would have been right who had figured a whole ſpike of them from nature.

TH1s is a Perennial, native of Perſia, and the Greek Iſlands ; and many other parts 
of the Eaſt: a very ſingular and noble Plant: it grows to two feet high, and flowers 
in Auguſt. The Stalk is of a blueiſh green: the Leaves are of a ſtrong green: the 
Flower is very large, of a greyiſh colour for the ground, and ſtreaked, and veined 
moſt beautifully with purple.

high, flowering in Auguſt. The Stalk is of a duſky brown: the Leaves are of a ſtrong, 
blueiſh green : the Flowers are of a very beautiful blue. 


Tris Plant has a ſtrong ſmell of Elder. 


The dropſy, a diſeaſe almoſt incurable, yields to the root of this common Plant, I received the intelli- 

nce from a phyſician in the country; and have ſeen cafes where he uſed it with perfect ſucceſs, He took the 
Fine from an old writer, Gordon, whoſe words are theſe : ** Si Hydrops manu humana curari poteſt hac medicina 
„fiat.“ The Latin is poor enough; but tis a truth of value it conveys, The way that gentleman gave the Root 
was this; he bruiſed it in a marble mortar, with as much Liſbon wine as ſerved to make it fit for preſſing ; it 
was then ſqueezed hard through a coarſe linen cloth; and the expreſſed juice was taken, according to the ſtrength 
of the patient : from half a table ſpoonful to two ſpoonfuls, was the uſual doſe, and it was rep: ated every other 
day. It operated by ſtool and urine in a very powerful manner; and I have ſeen perſons cu: ed by it whom I

TH1s is a Perennial, native of Germany; a very elegant Plant, of eight or ten inches 
high, flowering in July. The Stalk is of a ruddy brown : the Leaves are of a bright 
fine green : the Flowers are crimſon, variegated with white. This is their native co- 
lour ; but they are alſo ſeen ſometimes blue, and ſometimes white; and in our gardens 
variegated with all theſe colours. 

Sven varieties were once honoured with the name of Species; and then the Flower- 
de-luces were innumerable : indeed they are at preſent more than might be wiſhed, and 
their diſtinctions are apparently ſlight in many caſes : but I have obſerved them with 
care for many ſeaſons here at Bayſwater ; and they are abſolute and determined: twould 
be as idle to refuſe perfect marks of diſtinction, as to take too flight ones; and J have 
tried to reduce the number of Species in this Genus in vain.

Tuts is a Perennial, native of North America; and almoſt univerſal there: it grows 
to a foot and half high; the Stalk ſcarce riſing above the Leaves, and flowers in Sep- 
tember. The Stalk is of a light brown, ſtrongly tinged with red: the Leaves are of a 
fair and freſh green ; not ſo deep as in the common kinds : the Flowers are very elegant : 
the lower ſegments are of a lovely blue : the upper are cut and divided at the edge ; and 
are variegated with blue, purple, yellow, white, and red. 


14. VIRGINIAN FLOWER-DE-LUCE.

THis is a Perennial, native of Martinico; a handſome Plant, of two feet high, 
flowering in June. The Stalk is of a ruddy brown : the Leaves ere of a faint yellowiſh 
green: the Flowers are yellow: not, as in our Water Iris, of one ſimple colour, 
but variegated with deeper and paler tincts. | 


A green colour for painting may be prepared from the three under Petals of this Flower, exceeding moſt 
that are in uſe, becauſe it is leſs gaudy, and more natural for the colours of Leaves of Plants: what reſembles it 
neareſt is ſap green ; but that is very much inferior. I ſpeak from experience, having uſed this green in colouring 
certain Leaves, which have been accounted good by thoſe who were judges. There are a multitude of inſtances 
where a good om will be a thing of great value; and this has neither the falſe glare of the verdigreaſe, nor the 
heavy luſtre of the ſap green ; both which hurt the eye, for they are unnatural. 


16. SPURIOUS 
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wo SPURITIOUS FLOWER-DE<<L UCHE.

Character of the Species. Iris Spuria. 
The Flowers are beardleſs: the Stalk is round: and the Leaves are nearly 
linear.

THis is a Perennial, native of Germany, in wet grounds, and about rivers : it riſes 
to near a yard high, and flowers in July. The Stalk is of a deep and duſky brown : 


the Leaves are of a ſtrong but not pleaſing green: the Flowers are of a deep unpleaſing 
yellow. 


TH1s Plant has the ill ſcent of our Stinking Gladwin, but 'tis in a leſs degree. 


17. GRASSY FLOWER-DE-LUCE.

Character of the Specics, Iris Graminea. 
The Flower is beardleſs : the Stalk is two-edged : and the Leaves are 
linear, Fig. 2. 46 c. 


THis is a Perennial, native of Germany: it loves the foot of a mountain, where 
there is ſhade and damp ; and flowers profuſely in July; very many Stalks riſing from 
one Root. The Stalk is of a duſky brown: the Leaves are of a fine graſs green: the 
Flowers are blue and purple, 


18. SPRING FLOWER-DE-LUCE.

Character of the Species. Iris Verna, 
The Leaves are grafly : and the Stalk ſupports one Flower: the upper 
ſegments of which are rhombic. Vs. « & 


Tu1s is a Perennial, native of Virginia; a Plant of a foot high, flowering in April. 
The Stalk is brown : the Leaves are of a bright green ; and the Flowers are naturally of a 
blueiſh purple ; but they vary in that reſpect greatly; they are ſometimes white; and 
ſometimes green, variegated with yellow, blue, and purple, 

'T1s ſingular alſo in this Plant, that its root is not tuberous, like thoſe of the other 
Iris, but fibrous. 

Tux world ought to be guarded againſt this Plant: with a great deal of the appearance 
of our Common Flower-de-luces, 'tis in effect little leſs than a poiſon. I had a regular 
and well authenticated account of a young man in Virginia, to whom ſome fool preſcribed 
the juice of it for a Venereal diſorder, whoſe death could not have been prevented but 
by ready and intelligent aſſiſtance: his mouth and throat were enflamed by its fiery qua- 
lity ; his fleſh was all on fire, and red ; and the evacuations were enormous, by urine, 
ſtool, and vomiting : this laſt effort of Nature was encourged ; he was put into a warm 
bath ; and he drank vaſt quantities of milk and water, He recovered : but 'twas long 
beſore his ſtrength returned.

diately copied him. 


Some of theſe Flowers, in the preſent year 1773, at Bayſwater, had a degree of beauty 
ſcarce to be paralleled. I think the ſeaſon favoured them: for at Gordon's alſo, at Mile 
End, there were ſome wonderfully fine: and I ſaw this ſummer, crouds of vulgar 
people, ſeldom attentive to theſe matters, collected about the windows of the younger 
Gordon, in Fenchurch-ſtreet, where ſome of them were placed for ſhew. 


FRoM a particular circumſtance attending their growth here, where no manure is 
ever permitted to enter, I am led to think, that abundant moiſture, in a ſoil not 
deep, is the great article to which we owe a multitude of thoſe beautiful variegations, 
which the Floriſts value beyond price when they appear, altho' they do not know 
how they come: perhaps this hint may lead to the raiſing them at pleaſure. 


20. XIPHIAN FLOWER+eDE-LUCE.

I have tried the root, growing in our gardens, taken up in 
ſpring, and carefully dried; and found its power immenſe in female otftru&tons : but I have alfo found head- nch 
of a very dreadful kind produced by it: and other alarming ſymptoms. Perhaps to this ingredient alone were 
owing many deaths, which followed the uſe of the Duke of Portland's Pon der; which cuicd the gout, but 
often killed the patient.

THe root of this Species has qualities not perfectly like thoſe of the long and round 
kinds; but they have been celebrated oddly, for an unuſual complaint, and by a very 
uninformed perſon. A negro hearing his maſter lament his growing too corpulent, ga- 
thered a root in the woods, which his maſter had the courage to take : it vomited him, 
and operated violently by urine ; and when taken at going o bed, not by urine, but by 
ſweat : the effect is ſaid to have been conftlerable ; and thoſe who were directed to 
watch the motions of the ſlave, ſoon diſcovered it was the root of this Plant. 

HERE alſo is a Species differing from the reſt of its Genus, according to the Sexual 


Syſtem, but perfectly allied to them in Nature.

The judicious phyſician will fee here 
is a proof of great virtues in an Herb, which, when more carefully managed, may be 
given with ſafety.

Inſtead of taking the number of Filaments for 
the mark of a Claſs, the abſence of a Cup is plainly a more permanent one; and it 
muſt be allowed with equal freedom, that the Films in a Genus fo diſtinctively ya- 
ginated, ſerve the purpoſe of aſſiſting in diſtinguiſhing Species better than the propor- 
tion of Filaments to the Flower ; which differs as the Plant grows in a wetter or drier 
place. : ;

®* This Plant produces an amazing quantity of large Seeds, very like thoſe of our Buckwheat, and of the ſame 
mature, but ſubject to an inconvenience, in that they bind the bowels of animals fed. with them, This 
limits their uſe, which elſe would be very extenſive, Cattle fall into diſeaſes from the coſtive habit they ac- 
quite in feeding on it: and poultry, tho they are ſoon fattened, and well flavoured from eating it, yet if not 
killed as foon as fat they fall into diſorders : only hogs eat it without injury or inconvenience, and to them it is the 
firſt and beſt of all foods : it hardens tne fat, and gives a peculiar flavour to the whole fleſh.

The Sceds of this Plant are an excellent food for almoſt all the kinds of domeſtic animals: and they are 
produced in ſuch profuſion, that the Plant is extremely valuable. Horſes are fed with them fafely ; and even the 
poor ; for they mix it with flour in their bread : it never binds the body, as is the misfortune attending the uſe of 
the other kinds; I believe indeed of all the others. This is of the very nature of the Seeds of our Common 
Knotgraſs, which, if they were not innocent, would deſtroy half the ſmall birds in the courſe of a winter.

The 
creatures are fond of it, and fatten upon it very ſpeedily ; and there is nothing which gives their fleſh ſo delicate a 
whiteneſs. It is ſuppoſed a certain famous poulterer, not far from London, feeds his fowls with damag d Rice: 
perhaps here lies the ſecret. |

Tur Leaves of this Plant are capable of being pulled and beaten out into threads of 
a great ſtrength, and the rude Indians found vaſt uſe in them : they were their hemp;

The Leaves are of a blueiſh green, hard, firm, 
and thorny, and when wounded, they yield a yellow juice, which is the true Soco- 
trine Aloes : the Stalk riſes, not from the midſt of this cluſter of Leaves, but on one 
fide ; and has its own Leaves and Films of a paler green: the Flowers ſtand in a ſpike, 
and are numerous, large, and of a ſtrong red. 

Tur infinite variety of this Protean Plant, according to the foil, and other acci- 
dents, has given birth to forty imaginary Species: two of the more diſtinguiſhed are 
figured in the annexed Plate; together with the original and natural Plant. Theſe are 
the ſpotted and the mitred Aloe: the general form of theſe, but principally the diſ- 
poſition of the Flowers ; the one in a rounded clump, the other in a low cone, have 
been ſuppoſed to be marks demanding diſtinct ſpecific names; but a more accurate and 
rigid enquiry places theſe with the reſt, among the almoſt innumerable varieties of this 
wonderful Plant. 

Tux juice is the Aloe of the Druggiſt ; one of the firſt medicines in the world, 
but apt to diſagree with plethoric conſtitutions : for all others it is preferable to cvery 
purge that Nature has afforded. 

Tux fineſt, or Socotrine Aloes, they import from Guinea: the worſt, or, as they 
call it, the Caballine, or Horſe Aloes, from Barbadoes.

The natives of the Eaſt Indies take the juice of this as a purge : they cut the Leaves, and catch upon another 
Leaf what flows ; and this they take in ſmall doſes, in all inveterate complaints without exception: it does not operate 
as a purge till after many days; but when it once begins to take that effect, it operates inceſſantly for a week to- 
gether. There is great reaſon to believe this a very rational practice, tho” a ſtrange one: the medicine muſt have 
taken great efte& upon the (mall veſſels, while it did not go off by the bowels. We bave learned much from 
un:nitructed ſavages ; and a very valuable practice may perhaps be founded on this method of giving Aloetics.
